The Judge af er that had little doubt that 
the prisoners were guilty. They were there- 
fore put on their trial andthe clue thus ua- 


expectediy placed in the hands of the author- 


Strange dis- 
coverles were soon made, showing that a vast 
and compiex ramification of crime extended 
far and wide throughout the community. 

The trial has been deferred for several 
weeks so that the bodies of the men sup- 
posed to have been murdered by their wives 
may be exhumed and examined.

Navy that wil! be co:structed under the re- 
cent appropriation by the naval bi'l will not 
be alarge one. A prominent cflicial of the 
N vy Department, speaking of it recently toa 
correspondent, said that there would be little 
if any money left to apply to this purpose. 
“Why,’’ said he, ‘“‘the fact is there is not 
likely to be a quarter of a million to use for 
these proposed vessels, and ihe t» o called for 
by the naval bill would of themselves cost 
millions.”?

Military Railways. 

The St. James Gazette discusses Sir Garnet 
Wolseley’s chances of quickly constructing a 
line of railway from the canal wharves at ls- 
mailia to join the ex'sting railway at Zogyzig, 
a distance of forty-eight miles. From Zaga- 
zig tothe junction with the railway from 
A’exandria to Cairo at Benna-el-Asl, on the 
rigat bank of the Damietta branch of the 
Nile, near the railwav bridge over that 
stream, is twenty-four miles; and from Ben- 
ha-el-As!l the distance to Cairo is thirty 
miles, for the greater part of which the line 
of railway is perfectly straight. The whole 
length of railway exis'ing in Egvpt at the 
date of the publication of the ‘*Memoires sur 
ies Principaux) Travaux en Exy;te,’’ by M. 
de Bellefond, way 220 miles, of which ninety 
were on the now disused route from Cairo to 
Suez. It maybe of some interest to kuow 
what are the greatest tours dae 
force " ' that have hitherto been 
effected by engineers, whether civil 
or militar y, in the rapid construction of raii- 
ways where the nature of the ground bas 
been such as not to demand much labor fur 
its leveling previous tola ing the rails. The 
instances in which—as shown by the Minutes 
of Proceedings of the Iasti'ution of Civil 
Engineers—the most rapid work has been 
effected in the construction of permanent 
way are those of the ratiway across the 


Grandes Landes from Bordeaux to Bayonue, 
laid by Mr Conder for the Compagaie du 
Coemio de Fer du Midi, in 1855; and that on 
the Candabar Rulway, under tbe direc ton of 
the Engineer-' n-Chief of the Indus Valley 
Railwav,in 1879 Inthe first case the rai's 
and fi'tings fur ,ix'y-cigb' miles of railway 
were delivered at Bordeaux, and the timber 
was suppiied at four intermediate stations on 
the line of railway. From the 20th of March 
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to the 20th of July the progress on the 
works was siow, as the . 
were very siowly delivered by the 
company. But the Emperor of the 


‘French, baving expresseda wish that the 


line should be opened by the end of August, 
to allow of the conveyance over it of the Em- 
press to Biarritz, Mr. u on 
the 20th of July, that a length of twenty- 
eight kiiometres should be laid by the 31st of 
August. On the 5th of Angust the state of 
the works was such as to require a progress 
of 1,07| kilometres a day to effect this. But 
between the 5h and 20th of August, in spite 
of the lovs of four working daye—one 

the non-supp!y of rails, asecond from the oc- 
currence of the Emperor’s fete, on the 15 h, 
and two more from rain—inthe remain 
seventeen days a length of thirty-five kilo- 
metres was lsid,being at the rate of 2.06 kiloe 
metres or 128 miles per day inthe hottest 
part of tbe year.

But tne heat of the 
Grandes Landesin August is far more for- 
midable than was that at the foot of the Hala 
Mountains sin December. Oa six of the 
working days alength of two and one-half 
miles was laid per day,and onone dag as 
much as two and three-quarter miles. In 
both these cases, however, the real limit 
to progress Was the time de- 
manded for sending forward the 
materials abead of the work. Thus, on the 
Cand:har line, out of a cost of £515 per mile 
for tue work, only £171 per mile was the cost 
of the actual laying ine way, £344 hbeing the 
cost per mile of forwarding ibe materials. 
Oo be Bordeaux line the whole of the ma- 
terials were sent on over the line itself, tem- 
porarily laid forthat purposé, and 'be greater 
part of the heavy expenditure for forwarding 
was ‘hus saved. On the lines from I-mailia 
to Zay zig the facilities afforded for the trans- 
vo tof materials by the existing road and by 
lighterage along the Sweet, Water Canal are 
~o wreat that it may be said that the limit of 
speed will be determined almost who ly by 
the number of competent Workmen who may 
be available on tne spot. Iu the Landes tbe 
limut to the acual lating power 
was found to lie in the number of 
shipwrights or men accustomed to the use 
of an anger. It «was essential that these 
shou'd be E -gish workmen, as the Erench 
were quite unable to use this valuabie tool 
wi'b accurvey and di*epatch.

Attorney-General Brewster Concludes 


His Vigorous -Speech—The Star 
Route Trial to End To-Morrow— 
Washington News—Congres- 
sional Nominations— 
Political. 


Star Route Trial. 


WASHINGTON, September 7.—The Attor- 
ney-General resumed his address this morn- 
ing in the Star Route trial. He said he was 
not here to pick up the chips and sbavings in 
the case, but to present the facts concisely. 
He =—scihhad listened to the vehe- 
ment appeals to the jury of 
the defendants’ counsel not to allow 
themselves to be influenced by popular 
opinion. This could only be regarded as an 
insult. It had been charged that the Govern- 
ment was bounding down these men from 
party consideratious. ‘“‘Why,’’ said he with 
energy, *“‘these men belonged to the Govern- 
ment party. Wasit reasonable to suppose 
they would be persecuted. What motive 
was there forsuch persecution. The motive 
was that the papers of the department showed 
wasted money. In the West there were 


scandalous stories in cireuliation of bribery, 
of corruption. Should not a man in the civii 
service be reguiated bv the same rule whici 


influenced a soldicr? He was prompt 


enough to demand an investiga- 
tion when his honor was impugned. 
Why persecute these men? He did not know 
them; he only recognized them by sight. Did 
Mr. James know them, or MacVeagh, when 
they started this investigation? The defend- 
ants had been defeated on the outposts; they 
had lost their battle on the ekirmish line. 
McSweenie had said when he opened the 
case that he knew all aboutit. He could 
prpduce papers and witnesses who couid dis- 
rove all the charges, and why had not this 
en done? Where were the letter-books? 
Where were the witnesses? It was rather 
alefthanded compliment towards bis client 
for Judge Wilson to assume it was proof pre- 
sumptive of Brady’s innocence that 
he had not stolen these damaging papers 
from the department. Every criminal left 
similar traces behind him, and the same as- 
sumption was boldlv beld out when they 
were discovered. Why did not Brady con- 


sult the records of the office for information ? 


Why had he not listened tothe postmasters, 
to the lawyer who threatened make public 
complaint if these things were persisted in? 
But he consulted his own arbitrary, corrupt, 
selfish will. Thisisthe man who, when in- 
dicted, turned around with bis cold-bloodea, 
vicious, calious nature, and said, “Oh, I was 
cheated; | was deceived by the men; they 
are rascals and rogues ” 

BRADY WAS A GOOD JUDGE OF A RASCAL, 
and wasrighttbis time. Yes,besurrendered 
all,all,all of tbem,and was virtually testifying 
against his associates to save himself. These 
men would wiilingly have Rerdell convicted, 
and another if necessary, so long as they, the 
ringleaders, got off. 

Brewster pr duced a tabulated statement 
containing a summary of the expedition 
and jinereases alowed upon the route 
named in the indictment, showing a total ex- 
penditure of $378,040 for these purposes. On 
twelve rou'es the contractors’ profits aggre- 
gated $140,900, and these men never owned an 
- animal onarecute. The men who did the 
duty were those who were exposed to these 
terrible winds sweeping over four thousand 
miles of ice and snow, and no pav. For days 
past the jury had been toid there was a fatal 
variance between the proofs presented ann 
the indictment. Counsel bad devoted all 
their time not t the clearing up of the repu- 
tation of their clients, notto the making out 
their innocence, but to exclaiming that there 
was that fatal variance, to attempt to break 
through the indictment. In conclusion, the 
Attorney-General said he felt it incumbent 
upon himself to devote the last few words of 
his address to a brief resume of the dry de- 
tails of the case, and he proceeded to read 
from his notes a list of all orders made by 
Brady in connection with the routes em- 
braced in the indictment. Hethought he 
had shown that Stephen W. Dorsey 
was the originator of this whole 
scheme. The evidence showed that in 
ninety-six distinct instances this innocent, 
ignorant man had been concerned in the 
transactions. Was he to be shielded because 
he had been a-‘Senator? Wasthe Senate to be 


converted into a sanctuary for scoundrels? | 


He would sooner see the Senate demolished: 
sooner have a mona’ chy established. Because 
he was a Senator it was said he could not do 
such things. Aaron Burr presided over the 
Senate. Vile things eutered everywhere, 
Arnold was the associate of Washing- 
fjuagton, This man (Dorsey) was in tne 
Senate, and he had nothing to do with 
the business, nothing. He met Boone and 
perfected his business arrangements in No- 
vember ’77. He furnished security for all 
the contracts; his clerk filled out proposals; 
he indorsed notes for Miner, Peck & Co. Re- 
ceiver Keyser told who Miner, Peck & Co., 
were. He dealt with Stephen W. Dorsey, 
with Vaile with Miner. 8S. W. Dorsey wrote 
to Josephs the sub-contractor that he was 
personally interested in the contract. 

After further argument Brewster said no 
wife should dwei! in the vale of tears through 
his fault. If the jury entertained a doubt of 
the guilt ofthe defendants let them acquit

Judge Wyliethen called upon counsel for 
the defense to putintheir prayers in answer 
to those already filed by the Government 
and Wilson read them. They rehearse the’ 
salient points of the indictment and charge 
that upon the Government rests the respon- 
sibility of proving the guilt of the defendant.

WASHINGTON; D. C., September 7.—After 
the jury in the Star Routes had been excused 
for the day Judge Wylie said it had come to 
his ears that members of the jury had been 
approached in the most disgraceful way in 
attempts to influence their action.

CHICAGO, September 7.—The Tariff Com- 
missioners arrived and began a session at 11 
o'clock. J. A. Whittier, President of the

Wisconsin and Minnesota produced about 
the same amount of lumber as Michigan, and 
these three States furnished one-third of the 
United States product. Canadian labor was 
thirty per cent lower than ours. The tariff 
on lumber : aid a revenue of $1,000,000 annu- 
ally and helped keep up the wages. He held 
that it was impossible to preserve the Ameri- 
can forests.

LINCOLN, NEB , September 7.—The Green- 
back State Convention finished its labors this 
morning. The nomination of a State ticket 
was deferred and placed in the hands of a com- 
mittee of thirty-five, to confer with the 
State Anti-Monopoly Convention at Hastings 
on the 27th instant, with a view to combine 
ail opposition to the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. If this conference disagree, 
a straight Greenback ticket will be piaced in 
the _ field. The convention took 
strong ground in favor of the sub- 
mission of a prohibition amendment 
resolved against national banks and in 
favor of Government currency to be full legal 
tender, embracing gold, silver and paper; 
deciares that railways are public thorough- 
fares belonging to the State and nation and 
should be regulated. Land grants. are 
wrong to the landless - millions and 
acurseto the coustry. It declares acainst 
the appointing powers of the Governor and 
for the election of all important officers by a 
direct vote. It. declares that labor when 
combined is entitled to the same protec- 
tion of law as combined capital.

HUBBELL’S BLIND POOL. 

JAY HUBBELL’s committee is not only dis- 
gracing the Republican party by its method 
of raising campaign funds, butit is disgust- 
ing all the decent men in the party by putting 
the ill-gotten money to very shameful uses. 
{[t was discovered that scandalous assaults 
upon Senator FERRY were being circulated 
over Michigan from HUBBELL’s committee- 
room, to help HUBBELL capture FERRY’S 
seat in the Senate.

HARD FACTS. 

The seventh annual report of the Missouri 
Railroad Commissioners, for the year ending 
December 31, 1882, submitted to Gov. .Crit- 
TENDEN July 12, 1882, makes a book of 150 
pages, and three thousand copies printed at 
the expense of the State are now ready for 
distribution. This report sets forth the 
abstracts of official returns from several raii- 
road companies doing business in this State, 
whereby the Governor, Attorney-General and 
all other State officers are officially notified of 
the following facts: : 

1. That Jay GOULD is both President and 
Director of the Missouri Pacific and of the 
parallel and competing road, the Wabasn, St. 
Louis and Pacific. 

2. That A. L. HOPKINS, who is a Director 
and second Vice-President of the Missouri 
Pacific,is also a Director and first Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific. 

3. That RUSSELL SaGE, SAMUEL SLOAN, 
SIDNEY DILLON and F. L.AMES are Directors 
of the Missouri Pacific and at the same time 
Directors of the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific. 

The Missoyri Pacific is a road running 
south and west of the Missouri River from 
St. Louis to Lexington, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph. The Wabash is a road running north 
and east of the Missouri River from St. Louis 
to Lexington, Kansas City and. St. Joseph. 
They were competing roads, and have been 
engaged in many a rate-cutting competition 
for the immense business done between &t. 
Louis and Kansas City. The statutes and the 
Constitution of the State forbid the con- 
solidation of two such roads into one 
interest or under one management by lease, 
purchase,or the election of any man as an offi-

an officer ofthe other company. Section 17 
of article 12 of the Missouri Constitution 
says: 

No railroad, or other corporation, or the 
lessees, purchasers or managers of any rail- 
road corporation, shall consolidate the stock, 
property or franchises of such corporation 
with, or lease or purchase the works or fran- 
chises of, orin any way control any railroad 
corporation owning or having under its con- 
trol « parallel or competing line; nor shall any 
officer of such railroad corporation act as an 
officer of any other railroad corporation own- 
ing or having the control of @ paraliel or com- 
peting line. The question whether railroads 
are parallel or competing lines shall, when 
demanded, be decided by ajury, as th other 
civil issues. 

Yet these two great lines, running through 
river counties on opposite sides of the Mls- 
souri nearly 400 miles, and meeting at termi- 
nal and intermediate competing points, and 
both crossed at other points by the same lat- 
eral feeders, are consolidated into one busi- 


ness partnership under the manage- 
ment of six men holding :the same 
offices in both companies, in open 


violation of law. They thus control, contrary 
to law, in these two lines alone, 1,480 miles of 
railroad operated on Missouri soil, stocked 
and bonded at $71,000,000, and earning in 
Missouri $10,500,000 per annum, 

Can the people make a Constitution which 
JAY GOULD and his railroad syndicate are 
bound to respect or obey? Can we elect 
State officers who will attempt to enforce any 
State law against the will of Ja¥Y GOULD and

Matters progressed thus, to the intense satis- 
faction of Miller, until yesterday morning, 
when the mashing baggage «masher is allegeu 
to have called early at the Sampson mansion, 
with a dealer in second-hand furniture, and 
that he then and there disposed of Sampson’s 
household goods to the ready purchaser, who 
removed them fiom the house 
during the day. The direful Miller, it seems, 
did not stop there, but proceeded in Lochin- 
var style to take possession of Mrs. Sampson, 
with whom he eloped, and when poor Samp- 
son returned to his biighted home last night 
he found neither furniture nor wife. 9 
trace of the fleeing couple has been obtained, 
and Sampson is mad enough to carry off the 
gates of Gaza. 

Mrs. Sampson was married before, Mr. 
Sampson. being the stepfather of four of her 
children. When leaving the four children 
were taken, and a little girl belonging to Mr. 
Sam pson,suffering from a cancer on tne nose, 
cried bitterly to be taken with the fugitives. 
The child was roughly repulsed by 
Miller and the unnatural mother, but insisted 
on following the wagon. Mrs. Simpson in- 
duced the child to go in the house and get 
the dog, promising to take them both; but 
no sooner had the child entered than the door 
was locked, the fugitives driving up Sixth 
street at a rapid fate of speed. 
The abandoned child remained a 
orisoner, crving bitterly, from 9 
a. m. till lo’ciock, when the fatner returned 
and released it. Miller and Mrs. Sampson are 
supyvosed to be living on Franklin avenue.
